' A favorable prediction concerning the 
puccess of the forty-eighth annual con- 
vention of the National Education As- 
gociation, which will be held in Boston 
July 2-8, was expressed today by Na- 
tional Secretary Irwin Shepard of Win- 
ona, Minn., who has just arrived in Bos- 
ton. Mr. Shepard has taken up head- 
quarters at the Hotel Westminster, and 
is getting into close touch with the vari- 
Ours cooperating committees. 

“The outlook is excellent,” declared 
Mr. Shepard. “It is much more encour- 
aging today, two weeks before the open- 
ing, than it was previous to the last 
Boston convention in 1903. A great as- 
sistance to us is the impression created 
throughout the country by Boston’s en- 
thusiastic interest and. support. 

“Our plans have prospered wonderfully 
in spite of delay on the part of the 
railroads in announcing their rates, which 
caused our announcement to come a 
month later than in 1903. These rates 
in some instances are higher than on 
the previous occasion, remaining about 
the same in half the instances. 

“We have a better system for promot- 
ing publicity this year, which is a great 
help. We are daily furnishing new 
matter and data. 

“No one can predict positively concern- 
ing the success of the convention at 
this date, not.even the railroads, but the 
Outlook at present is certainly most 
encouraging.”

FOn TWELVE GENTS 
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Eastern Railway Cledbaitine 
Also Assures Boston Com- 
muters of Shorter. Time and 
Lower Fare to dew i 
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FUTURE IS BRIGHT 
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An 18-minute trip from Boston to 
Lynn at a 12-cent fare and a 23-minute 
trip from Boston to Beverly Center, at 
a 22-cent fare is promised to Lynn, 
Salem and Beverly commuters by the 
Boston & Eastern Railway Company, 
which plans to be in operation by 1914. 

When Governor Draper signed the bill 
authorizing the Boston & Eastern Com- 
pany to build a tunnel under Boston har- 
bor he removed all barriers from con- 
struction of the road. Now the towns 
and cities of Chelsea, Revere, Lynn, Pea- 
body, Danvers, Salem and Beverly will 
be brought into line and actual work on 
the road will be begun next spring. 

In 10 years Postoffice square may be 
the railroad terminus of Boston, for, by 
the terms of the bill authorizing the con- 
struction of the tunnel, the Boston & 
Eastern railroad must lease the use of 
its tunnel to any road that the railroad 
commission may deem to need it, and 
the Boston & Maine may electrify its 
lines at any time. 


As the proposed route now stands, but 
two small changes will be necessary. 
|The tunnel will begin at Porter street, 
East Boston, and extend under Central 
wharf and Water street to Postoflice 
square. There will be a subway station 
at Congress street. This route will 
make almost a straight course to Revere 
and Lynn, and will be two miles shorter 
than the line of the Boston & Maine. 


The promoters of this railroad, repre- 
sented by John H. Bickford, a Boston 
civil engineer, have made arrangements 
for financing and incorporating the road 
as soon as the route is definitely deter- 
mined upon. The estimated cost of con- 
structing the roadbed and tunnel is $11,- 
000,000, and the required time is esti- 
mated from two and a half to three 
years. The length of the road will be 
22 miles, and it will ser 260,000 people. 

The tunnel under the harbor will be 
7500 feet long, double track, and built 
of reinforced concrete. The subway ter- 
minal at Postoffice square has been de- 
signed to handle 15,000 passengers an 
hour, with arrangements for an ex- 
tension as soon as the traffic warrants it. 

Engineer Bickford says: “Our line will 
be shorter than the others. We are going 
to use higher power cars with four 
motors instead of the two ordinarily 
used on electric roads. Our grades are 
easy, and since we are running over our 
own land we can go as fast as we wish 

“Our express service will average 45 
miles an hour, and will be able to ob- 
tain a maximum speed of a mile a 
minute. Our loca] service trains will 
make $0 miles an hour. By our commu- 
tation rate fares will probably be as 
follows: To Revere and Chelsea, 6 cents; 
Lynn 12 cents, Peabody and Salem 17 
cents, Danvers and Beverly 22 cents.”

FAVORABLE REPORT IN HOUSE 
DIRECTED ON STADIUM BRIDGE 


Hearing on Proposition That Is Pending in Congress Is 
Urged by the Local Army Engineer in His Report 
on the Subject, Filed Today With War Department. 


WASHINGTON — The House commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign commerce 


has directed Representative; Peters of 
Massachusetts to report favorably the 
bill providing for the erection of a bridge 
across the Charles river by the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge. It is pro. 
posed to locate this br idge so that it. 
will afford a safe and adequate means 
of communication between Harvard 
square and the Stadium. The bill pro- 
vides that the bridge shall be constructed 
in accordance with the terms of the gen- 
eral bridge law of 1906 and not to inter- 
fere with navigation in any way. It also 
provides that the state shall indemnify 
owners of wharfage above the bridge who 
may suffer damages. 

A public hearing for persons interesf- 
ed in the construction of the new bridge 
over the Charles river that Larz Ander- 
son is willing to finance, if plans accord- 
ing to his views can secure war depart- 
ment approval, is urged by Col. Frederic

DIARY OF OCEAN TRIE 
CLOSES BY PRAISES

QUARANTINE, Staten Island, N. Y.—

saluted. Mr, Roosevelt fairly clapped his 
hands with joy. 

“Look at them! Look at them!” he 
‘cried. “Aren't they wonderful, aren’t 
they beautiful? Can you blame me for 
wanting that kind of a navy? This is 
worth coming all the way from Khar- 
tum to see.” 

Mrs, Longworth was standing near her 
father, “IT would have gone across just 
for this,” she said. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Roosevelt, “this is 
indeed great! This is worth while, Isn’t 
it good to be home again. And on such 
a glorious morning. What a day and 
what a sea! My, I’m glad to get back 
home!” 

If former President Roosevelt had kept 
a diary of his trip across the Atlantie— 
which he didn’t-—-it would have read 
about as follows: : 

Friday, June 10-Boarded the Kai- 
serin Auguste Victoria at Southampton, 
whither we were taken from London on 
the company’s regular steamer train.

CAMPAIGN IS WAGED ON BOXES 
BELOW STANDARD FOR BERRIES 


Shipments Still Arrive in 
Short Receptacles and There 
Is Much Opposition to Law 
Enforcement. 
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Strawberries are said to be searcer at 
this time this year than in former years 
on account of the agitation against short 
baskets and the consequent cancellation 
of orders by some merchants, but ship- 
ments are still coming in short measure 
baskets from New York in spite of the 
campaign against them. 

The state officials report that the 
wholesale dealers of Pittsfield, Spring- 
field and North Adams are refusing to 
accept berries from their shippers unless 
they are in standard measure receptacles, 
and that they are getting what they 
ask for. ‘ 

The inspections and consequent prose- 
cutions. have been more numerous this 
year on account of the activity of the 
state commissioner of weights and meas- 
ures, Daniel C. V. Palmer, who is deter- 
minted that the state standard shall be 
obeyed, There is a probability of a long 
case in the courts to solve the tangle 
which is involved by the conflict of* the 
natiénal law, lepalizing the use of the 
métric system and the state law, definite- 


ly stating the standard quart, pint and 
half-pint as the legal receptacle for the 
sale of berries. Mr. Palmer, however, 
says he is determined to stop illegal 
selling while the berry season is on. 

Mr. Palmer states that he has a man 
in New Bedford and Fall River making 
inspections today. He has 10 cases in 
the Chelsea court to come up next Thurs- 
day. He believes that the wholesale 
dealers have it in their own hands to 
bring about the remedy for the situa- 
tion by demanding standard measures in 
their shipments, as the Boston market is 
too valuable for shippers to lose.

Replying to Mayor Gaynor’s speech of 
welcome, Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“I wish to thank vou, Mr. Mayor;

Industry Had Strenuous Time 
in Early Days, - Until

However, oil was found just 
in the nick of time, and not merely a 
trace of oil, but a regular spouting foun- 
tain, shooting up high into the air. Nor 
was this all, for other drillings were 
undertaken With the best results, and 
oil was found in such quantities as to 
lend color to the opinion that the new 
Persian wells are’'among the richest in 
the world. The. oil itself, moreover, 
would appear, on analysis, to be of high 
grade and rich in useful by-products. 

The machinery is driven by a powerful 
oil engine, which is to be employed later 
on in working a dynamo which will pro- 
vide electricity for lighting and other 
purposes. The oil is also used for cook- 
ing. 

Communications in the neighborhood 
being confined to mule tracks, a road fit 
for heavy transport had to be con- 
structed and one has now been com- 
pleted 40 miles in length to a point on

French Government Aiding Cities 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

PARIS—In the opinion of many ex- 
perts, the reason that the merchant ship- 
ping services of France make no sub- 
stantial progress, is to be found in the 
fact of the insufficient accommodation 
in the large ports. Others believe, that 
though this may have some bearing on 
the question, yet there are other rea- 
sons more responsible for this state f 
things than the one above mentioned; 
howevéT, the government has already 
made grants of money and authorized 
enlargements and extensions for the 
ports of Marseille and Le Havre, and in 
continuation of this policy Bordeaux has 
just obtained the consent of the neces- 
sary authorities for the construction of 
new works and dock extensions in addi- 
tion to a promise, from the state, of a 
contribution of f.41,000,000 toward 
the cost of the proposed improvements. 

The port of La Pallice is practically 
unknown outside France; it is situated 
on a point about 3% miles north- 
west of I Rochelle, on the strait 
dividing the Ile de Re from the main- 
land. The port has risen to its present 
\position of usefulness entirely through 
the initiative and enterpris¢ of the mer- 
chants of the old maritime city of La 
Rochelle, to whose efforts the existence 
of the present port is solely due. 


La Pallice has of late years grown 
considerably in importance, and, from 
statistics just collected, 
during the first quarter of this year, 
this port has risen to the position of 
seventh port in France, judged on the 
basis of its tonnage. 

Quite recently the Societe des Mes- 
sageries Maritimes and the Chargeurs 
jointly established a monthly service 
for cargo steamers from this port and it 
is expected that very shortly this ser- 
vice will be made bi-monthly. It is 
noted that there is an increase of French 
tonnage from 47.6 per cent in 1909 to 
55.2 per cent in 1910. In view of this 
rapid development, the government 
could not ignore the demands of La 
Pallice for extension and a scheme of 
development has accordingly ‘been pre- 
pared providing large and increased ac- 
commodation for shipping and among 
other things new dock basins and a wharf 
560 meters long, which will have a mini-

Cretan Executive Committee Appeals to the Powers

ATHENS—A note has been addressed 
to the consuls of the protecting powers 
by the Cretan executive committee, in 
which it is pointed out that when the 
international troops were withdrawn 
from the island in July last the main- 
tenance of order and the security of 
the Mussulman population were en- 
trusted to the energy and loyalty of the 
constituted authorities, and it is further 
pointed out that great activity was

COLONIAL INSTITUTE OPENS 
EMIGRATION CONFERENCE 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—The conference on ques- 
tions relating to emigration, to which 
reference has already been made in these 
columns, has been opened at the White- 
hall Rooms under the auspices of the 
Royal Colonial Institute. The conference 
ig attended by delegates representing 44 
societies. The main questions to be 
considered are those relating to: 

1. Diverting as far as possible the 
stream of English emigration now going 
outside the empire. 

2. Questions relating generally to emi- 
gration from the United Kingdom to the 
British dominions overseas. 

Gen. Sir J. Bevan Edwards presided, 
and stafed that 110,000 of our emigrants 
went last year to the United States, 86,. 
00) to Canada, 27,000 to Australia and 
New Zealand, and 22,000 to the Cape. 
A general discussion having been opened, 
Lord Dundonald said that no one who 
had traveled through our colonies could 
fail to realize that this country had 


neglected the vast resources at its dis- 


posal. By way of solving the unem- 
ployment difficulty, he proposed’ that the 
great centers of population should ac- 
quire fertile estates distributed through- 
out the colonies, so that those who were 
unable to obtain, work at home might be 
sent out to find honest employment on 
these estates. His lordship was: of the 
opinion that such an undertaking would 
repay one hundredfold. Lord Dundonald 
also considered that measis should be 
taken to restrict the immigration of des- 
titute foreigners into this country. Vari- 
ous proposals were made by other mem- 
bers attending the conference, and a 
number of questions were discussed, in- 
cluding “the emigration work of the 
government agencies of the dominions 
beyond the seas and its relation to pub- 
lic and philanthropic effort.” Sir Kin. 
loch Cooke, M. P., referred to the num- 
ber of new regulations issued in Canada 
respecting assisted emigrants, and he 
also considered that the Australian gov- 
ernments should do what they could to 
assist the emigration societies in the 
moter country.

ment of the Cretan question, and this 
renders the task of the committee more 
difficult, for the abnormal situation in 
which the island of Crete has been 
placed for nearly a year and a half can- 
not be continued indefinitely without 
considerable risk. 

It is clear from past history that Crete 
cannot live without Greek institutions. 
Further, the national love for the mother 
country is such that any other govern- 
ment than the Greek government would 
assuredly sink under the weight of un- 
popularity. No other government can 
offer to Crete the indispensable guaran- 
tees of duration and security which bring 
to the country the confidence and wel- 
fare of which she is so much in need, 
The status quo, as applied since Sept, 
24, 1908, constitutes one step more 
towards the realization of Cretan aspira- 
tions by.means of the benevolence of the 
four protecting powers, and sheltered 
from any foreign intervention. The ex- 
ecutive committee cannot doubt that af. 
ter the application of such a regime for 
nearly two years, the protecting powers, 
with their keen sense of equity and 
goodwill, of which the Cretan people are 
as worthy as ever they were, will not 
delay to bring about the only solution 
which will meet the case. The Cretan 
people express the trust that the union 
with Greece will be granted, and that this 
work .of the powers will be crowned 
with success, for which Crete will be 
everlastingly grateful. 


PARIS—In dicussing the Cretan ques- 
tion, the Turkish minister for foreign 
affairs, Rifaat Pasha, said in an interview 
with the representative of the Temps: 
“After my interview with M. Pichon 
I eannot doubt that there is the best 
good will to settle the Cretan question 
in accordance with law and equity. But 
I must point out, since the Cretans are 
again calling attention to the illegal sit- 
uation they have created, that the Ot- 
toman government will not reduce in any 
way the very moderate conditions that 
it has formulated on several occasions. 
Even if the government wished to do 
so, it could not do it. I am sure that 
European public opinion fully compre- 
hends the Cretan problem, As for Tur- 
pss it is mot a foreign affair but a 


national question, a home question; and 


whatever be the government it must be 
in conformity with national aspirations. 
What we offer the Cretans is not a neg- 
ligible quantity. Autonomy under 
Turkish sovereignty with statutes drawn 
up by the protecting powers, frees Crete 
from several notable fiscal and military 
burdens which would be laid upon her if 
she were united to Greece. It would 
allow her, in consequence of customs 
facilities in her dealings with Turkey, 
to develop her already important trade. 

“Constantinople must not be allowed 
to doubt what are the intentions of the 
powers, I congratulate myself that I 
have had the opportunity of explaining 
the Turkish point of view to Sir Edward 
Grey and to M. Pichon. The French 
government, who has made many praise- 
worthy efforts to solve the problem ina 
satisfactory manner; knows the feeling 
of my country concerning it, and the 
visit to Paris of the prince imperial can 
only draw closer the links which bind 
France and Turkey.”

one of the most promising among the 
army of clever young professionals. 


Though probably well on over the 
60-year-old mark, “Old Tom” can go 
out for a round over the links and hold 
his own with the best amateurs who 
challenge him. He has frequently gone 
around the Montclair links in 72 and 
73, and is usually good for something 
nicely under 80, 

Tom does not drive as fiercely and 
vigorously as the younger school, be- 
cause he is large and not as agile as he 
once was, but with a perfectly timed 
stroke he gets all the distance necessary 
to record hole after hole in par figures. 

Like many of the old school, Tom wses 
spoons in preference to mid-irons and 
cleeks. He seems to get amazing re- 
sulte from a very moderate stroke, and 
holds both the club and the ball in con- 
trol that seems like magic. 

He putts with the cunning and cour- 
age of a wizard and on many occasions 
has made an opponent misa an appa- 
rently sure putt by holing one of 20, 30, 
or 40 feet without showing any more 
emotion than if he had just put the 
finishing touches on a new shaft.

CHANGE IN SIZE 


QO possess always visiting cards of 


correct size and quality requires 


close observation, for so slight is the 
difference from season to season that a 
woman whio is indifferent to such mat- 
ters may easily continue to use the same 
she ordered three or four years ago. 
This spring, for instance, visiting cards 
have undergone.a trifling change and are. 
the merest shade smaller than those 
which were the ne plus ultra last winter.

Naval F lotilla Gathers to 
Act as Escort in Harbor 


While the party was thus engaged the 
naval flotilia that was to act as escort 
gathered. The vessels, 300 in number, 
were divided into 12 divisions, each com- 


manded by a vice-commodore, all under 
the general command of Commodore 
Fred B. Dalzell, on board the tug Dal- 
zelline, 
consisted of steamships and steamboats, 
each laden to the gunwales with cheer- 
ing thousands who almost fought for 
advantage points from which to get the 
first glimpse of the returning statesman.

Statesman Is Given ‘Noisy 
Welcome by Committee 


Promptly at nine o’clock the Andros- 
coggin went alongside the Manhattan at 
quarantine, and Mr. Roosevelt and the 
newspaper men were removed: Mrs, 
Roosevelt ,and the remainder of the 
Roosevelt family remained on the Man- 
hattan. 

As Mr. Roosevelt, attired in frock coat 
and wearing a high hat, stepped on board 
the Androseoggin, the tug Dalzelline 
sounded three sharp blasts from her 
siren. This was the signal for the nois- 
iest outburst heard in New York bay in 
many a day. Every craft opened its 
whistle wide, and for several minutes 
the din wags terrific. Mr. Roosevelt made 
an effort to say something to the wel- 
coming committee and the welcoming 
committee tried to say something to Mr. 
Roosevelt, but it was all lost to the 
crowd in the noisy salute. It was the 
first part’ of America’s welcome to her 
returning former President. 

As the sirens ceased, the Androscoggin 
started up the bay, preceded by a whole 
fleet of revenue cutters and police patrol 
boats, Immediately behind the Andros- 
coggin came the Manhattan, bearing the 
Roosevelt family; the Mohawk, the Sen- 
eca and the Dalzelline. 

Thia tiny fleet headed the procession, 
passing through the long lines of craft, 
which dipped their colors to the return: 
ing chieftain and, then fell into fine 
in order. The Androscoggin, with Mr. 
Roosevelt on the bridge, sped up the 
upper bay, and, following close along 
the Jersey side of the Hudson river, 
proceeded to the stake boat, anchored 
off Fifty-ninth street, 

All the piers along the Jersey and 
New York side of the river were {lec- 
orated and packed with peopl: to cheer 
Mr. Roosevelt, while every boat that was 
passed on the river sounded its welcome, 
It was a continuous ovation along the 
entire river front, and Mr, Roosevelt 
waa compelled to lift hia hat many 
times and bow to the commuters on the 
passing ferry boats who manned the rails 
and cherred him enthusiastically, , 

At Thirteenth street the Androscoggin

Battery Park Gathering 
Both Notable and Large 


While the harbor pageant was taking 
place, Battery park, where Mr, Roosevelt 
was to land, and Broadway and Fifth 
avenue, along which he was to pass, 
were filling. It is. estimated that in 
Battery park alone, where the formal 
welcoming took place, 150,000 persons 
had gathered, i 

Two hundred feet from the entrance 
to the building of departments of docks | 
and ferries, on the western sea wall of | 
the battery, had been erected the stand | 
on which Mr. Roosevelt was to be re- |} 
ceived by Mayor Gaynor, On this were 
gathered 250 of the most notable men of 
America, including senators, cabinet 
members, Governors of states, represen- 
tatives and professional and _ business 
men. 

About the stand were 200 massive 
pillars, gaily decorated and joined by gar- 
lands of flowers. In the space they thus 
marked off stood 3000 distinguished 
guests. Near the reception stand was a 
private stand crected for Mrs, Roosevelt 
and her personal friends. ‘This box was 
loaded with rare roses and orchids. The 
great Whitehall building, the custom 
housé and the other buildings facing Bat. 
tery park were festooned with decora- 
tions. ‘The park was so packed with 
spectators that the police were compelled 
to close the side streets and prevent the 
entry of others. 

Nearly every person in the great as- 
sembly wore the official badge, a silvered 
coin, bearing the profile of the former 
President in bas-relief. The medals worn 
by the members of the reception commit- 
tee were silver, dangling from a_ blue 
and white ribbon, the official colors of 
the city of New York. The badge of the 
Rough Rideys was pendant from a yel- 
low ribbon, the cavalry color, All were 
suspended from a bar, which showed the 
coat of arms of New York, the Americdh 
eagle and the name of the association, 
A single gold medal of like design was 
presented. to Mr. Roosevelt, 

At 11 o’clock, the Androscoggin, at the

Problem of Keeping Clear 
Streets Taxed the Police

The line of march meant a tremendous 
congestion at certain points of traffic 
along the route. Such, for instance, as 
the downtown subway stations under 
Broadway, as far up as Fulton street; 
and Brooklyn Bridge, where tens gf thou- 
sands of people sought to get off for the 


purpose. of swarming over through City 
Hall Park when the marchers came past 
up Broadway. From that point. north 
the lay of the land rather favored the 
police in handling the traffic situation, 
because the subway running under La- 
fayette street and Fourth, avenue to 
Forty-second street is two blocks east 
of the line of march on one side, and 
the elevated running about an equal dis- 
tance west of the line of march kept 
crowds from alighting directly in the 
way of the parade. 

A big Job was on hand after Battery 
Park was emptied and the crush endured 
at the lower Broadway subway stations, 
wherever an uptown station of subway 
or elevated makes a funnel out of the 
cross street on which it is located to 
pour the celebrants over into Broadway 
and Fifth avenue, but even this problem 
is not a tremendously difficult one, for at 
Fourteenth and Twenty-third streets, re- 
spectively, there are Union and Madison 
aquares, Where a crowd can spread itself 
out and lose at the same time its push- 
ing power and its density; Forty-second 
atreet at. Grand Central station is the 
home of crowds at all times and the 
Fifty-eighth atreet terminus of the El.- 
vated line is at the edge of the park, 
where no serious problem of congestion 
is likely to arise. 

Therefore the task of handling the 
Roosevelt crowds resolved itself down to 
holding back the pressure in Battery 


‘park so Mat the South ferry stations of 


the elevated and subway lines, the 
Bowling Green station of the subway 
and the Battery place station of the ele.

(of his stay in Africa Mr, Roosevelt's 
own report to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, sett after his arrival at Khartum, 
pives a grood idea ‘of What was done, In 
this he says: 

“I have the honor to report that the 
Kimithsoninn African expedition, which 
was entrusted to my charge, has now 
completed its work. Full reports will 
be made Jater by the three naturalists— 
Messrs. Mearns, Heller and Loring. We 
Janded in Mombasa on April 21, 1909, 
and reached Khartum on March 14, 1910, 
On landing we were joined by R. J. 
Cunninghame and Leslie J. Tarlton; the 
former was with us throughout our en- 
tire trip, the latter until we left East 
Africa, and both worked as zealously and 
efficiently for the expedition as any other 
member thereof. 

“We spent eight months in British 
East Africa in various portions of the 
Athi and Kapitil plans, in the Sotik and 
round Lake Niavasha, Messrs, Mearns 
and Loring made a thorough biological 
survey of Mt. Kenia, while the rest of 
the party skirted ite western base, went 
to and up the Guaso Nyero and later 
visited the Guas Nyishu region and both 
rides of the Rift valley, Mesara, Kermit 
Roosevelt and Tarlton went to the Lai- 
hip plateau and Lake Herrington, and 
Dy, \lewtns and Kermit Roosevelt made 
reparate tripe io the eonat region near 
Afonibusn.

Cairo, his Cambridge addresa and the 
Gaiildhall speech, The Cairo speech hit 
at the Kyyptian Nationalist movement, 
in its hotbed of the agitation, Tis de: 
hiinciation started a hostile show by 
Nationalist atudents before his hotel, As 
for the Guildhall address, “Nobody but 
Roosevelt could get away with auch ad: 
dvesses,” Was a comment frequently 
heard, 


The prepared addresses were delivered 
at the University of Searbonne on “Citi 
yonship in a Republie’; at Christlania 
before the Nobel peace prige commission 
on “International Peace’; at the Uni 
versity of Berlin on the “World Move. 
ment,” and at Oxford on "iological 
Analogies in History.” At Sorbonne he 
rapped race depletion, At Christiania he 
pleaded for compulsory arbitration of in 
ternational quarrela and the Iimitation 
of armaments, In Berlin he inveighed 
uguinat a decay of “fighting edge” and 
expressed the opinion that American 
civilization would survive only through 
an udherence to the homely virtues, He 
apoke for peace, but declared “woe to the 
nation that was not ready to defend it. 
self.” At Oxford alone he contented him 
self with a more or less academic dis- 
cussion of his subject, 

Every college he visited tacked a degree 
on him until now the better part of the 
alphabet is required to designate all his 
titles, Kven the University of Egypt, a 
large part of whose students he offended 
by his anti-Nationalist sentiments, made 
him an honorary doctor of laws, 

King Victor Emmanuel of Italy, Presi- 
dent Fallieres of France, Emperor Franz 
Josef of Austria, King Albert of Belgium, 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, King Haa- 
kon of Norway, Emperor William of 
Germany, King George of England and 
the crown princes of Denmark and Swe- 
den all strove to the utmost to honor 
Mr. Roosevelt, and in every capital he 
visited he was the nation’s guest, despite 
the fact that he traveled wholly as a 
private citizen.

Beginning with his address at the 
American mission school in Khartum on 
March 16, in which he forcibly urged 
upon the students obedience to and co- 
operation in England's rule, and eul- 
minating with his memorable address in 
Guildhall, London, May 381, when, after 
receiving the rare honor of the city’s 
freedom, he boldly arraigned England's 


bluntly told his hearers that England 
should meet her responsibility there or 
get out, almost his every public utter- 
ance contained some hint or thrust that 
startled his audiences and set the press 
of the world to talking. 

Probably the most startling feature 
of Mr, Roosevelt’s entire trip was what 
is now referred to as the “Vatican inci- 
dent.” On last April 3 he canceled his 
engagement to pay his respects to the 
Pope by reason of what he considered 
the undue restrictions that Monsignor 
Kennedy, acting as the Pope’s represen. 
tative, sought to place upon his move- 
ments while in Rome. Monsignor Ken- 
nedy cautioned him against making him- 
self persona non grata by addressing or 
in other ways openly encouraging the 
work of the Methodist church in Rome, 
Mr, Roosevelt ‘immediately telegraphed 
his declination of the “terms” and can- 
celed the engagement. Effort was made 
by third parties to pateh up the breach, 
but Mr Roosevelt firm and 
emerged from the embarrassment with 
encomiums from Catholics and Protest- 
anta alike, The whole affair was finally 
charged to a luck of taet on the part of 
Papal Secretary of State Cardinal Merry 
del Val.

To one 
who glories in the heroines of 
War more than in the upward 
striving of the human consciousness, 
“Macdonald’s Raid” will always be more 
stirring than “A Thousand Years from 
Now” and judgment rendered accordingly. 
But Hayne’s poetical place would be 
many degrees lower than it rightfully 
in, if it depended upon his battle lyrics, 
And yet some of these are truly fine. 
The “Ode” written “in honor of the 
braver? and sacrifices of the soldiers of 
the South” is full of noble vigor and high 
emprise, and it is with a flaming pencil 
that the poet depicts scenes common to 
all the land. It not alone the South that 
stood diamayed and said, “God's ways 
are marvelous,” not alone the South 
that had a priee to pay, a righteous 
judgment to accept. And this the poet 
came afterward to see, though he never 
rose to the heights of Sidney Lanier’s 
large vision, “Dear land of all my love.”

Seizing tpon the salient 
points of light, color and atmosphere, the 
whole is ipstinct with movement and 
vitality. 

Edwin Abbey’s big picture, painted for 
the capitol of Pennsylvania, reaches from 
the floor to the ceiling of the eighth 
room, As the room is small, this enor- 
mous canvas is not seen to much advan- 
tage. No doubt it has been designed to 
fill some space in a large hall where 
distance will lend enchantment, soften 
its garish tones and modify its harsh 
outlines. As it is, perhaps Mr. Abbey 
would have shown more judgment in 
keeping “Penn’s Treaty with the In- 
dians” outside the doors of an exhibition. 
Only an artist .of considerable. ability 
could have arrived at producing even 
the tolerable effect this picture conveys, 
seen at such close quarters. A giant tree 
spreads its branches over the group of 
colossal white men and Indians, sign- 
ing the treaty under the shadow of its 
leaves. Another picture of Abbey's, 
pajnted also for Pennsylvania, — is 
“The Camp of the American Army at 
Valley Forge.” A quotation from Ten- 
nyson which accompanies it urges Eng: 
land to be proud of her American sons: 


“Strong mother of a Lion-line, 
Re proud of those strong sons of thine 
Who wrenched their rights from thee.” 


There is nothing to make the imagina- 
tion languid in John Sargent’s splendid 
stimulating little work or art, “Vespers,”

NEW YORK -- Aside from interest 
that always attaches to a combination of 
two great banking institutions the merg- 
ing of the Commercial and the Conti- 
nental National banks of Chieago bears 
more than the usual significance, It 
draws particular attention to the almost 
phenomenal growth of that city as a 
banking center. 

The last report of national 
shows that of the leading banks in the 
country those in Chicago haa been in- 
creasing their deposits. whereas the New 
York institutions disclosed a distinct 
falling off. The First, the Continental 
and the Commercial National banks, 
holding third. eighth, and eleventh 
places, in total deposits, all’ showed in- 
creases compared with April 28, 1909, 
The six New York banks at top of the 
list. all showed decreases in some cases 
to quite a noticeable extent. This will 
be seen from the following table giving

Trade says: 

‘The primary dry goods market still 
reflects light trading, but ‘agents han- 
dling cotton goods lines age holding prices 
generally firm. Johbers in Western 
markets have been shading prices at 
clearance sales to reduce stocks prelim- 
inary to stock taking, while anuounce- 
ment is made by a large eastern house 
that the usual semi-annual clearance 
sales will be omitted on the ground that 
costs of replucements are above current 
values, Sample printed goods are selling 
in small lots, but western advices state 
that business promises to be better next 
month, and there is more inquiry for 
denims and colored goods. Miscellaneous 
export trade in cotton goods holds up 
well. Men’s woolens rule quiet, but a 
little better, business is noted in some 
parts of the dress goods market, warmer 
weather stimulating interest in season- 
merchandise. The feature, from 
the producer’s standpoint, is the substan- 
tial increase in curtailment. 

New orders for fall footwear continue 
small, and the situation is generally un- 
satisfactory. So slow the demand 
from wholesalers and retailers that some 
salesmen have been called in. New Eng- 
land manufacturers are said to have 
enough orders to last them under light 
headway only to the middle of July. 
Trade in leather continues dull, and 
prices on most descriptions are weak. 
Quotations on some varieties of sole and 
belting leather, as well as upper stock, 
are from le. to 2c. lower, and stocks 
are accumulating to some extent. Fur- 
ther declines have taken place in do- 
mestie packer hides, and prices on most 
descriptions are from LY & pound 
lower than a month or six weeks ago. 

May salting western packer native 
steers are being sold down to 15e., June 
to 14%4c. At the lower basis of values, 
however, tanners have been more dis- 
posed to operate, and sales this week 
have been fairly larger. 

Failures this week numbered 219 in 
the United States. against 234 last vear, 
and 24 in Canada, compared with 26 a 
vear ago. 

Bradstreet’s State of Trade says: 

Irregularity and relative quiet are still 
the ruling features in trade and industry, 
but evidences of improvement in western 
distribution are rather sharply in eon- 
trast with the reports of slow trade re- 
cently received, 

In the leading industries improved con- 
ditions have not as yet responded. Short 
time is evident in nearly all lines of tex- 
tile manufacture, cotron goods still re- 
flecting the stress of high prices for 
raw material and arrested demand for 
goods. The percentage of idle looms and 
spindles ranges from 25 per cent upward. 
Short time is also witnessed in woolen 
goods manufacture. Buyers at wholesale 
still display caution and conservatism, 
and business as a whole in textiles is 
characterized as of a peddling nature. In 
pig iron production still outruns con- 
sumption and prices are weak. The 
wool trade is very quiet, with buvers and 
sellers far apart and much foreign wool 
being reshipped abroad for presumably 
better prices. 

Copper remains very dull and lower 
prices are a feature of a falling market. 
Indepe ‘ndent interests are offering large 
quantities that would ordinarily be re- 
garded as attractive figures, but consum- 
ers do not seem to be attracted. Other 
metals, such as lead, spelter and tin, are 
also quiet. 3 

Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending June 16 aggregate 1,633,507 
bushels, against 1,085,790 this week last 
year. 

Canadian trade and ‘crop. conditions 
have improved as the result of warmer 
weather. Montreal states that wholesale 
dry goods houses have done a better busi- 
ness in the way of recorders, and that 
there has been a perceptible increase in

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NEW YORK—The 200-mile sociability 
touring contest which is being arranged 
for the Fourth of July by the Touring 
Club of America promises to be one of 


the most popular automobile tours ever 
conducted in this country. It has been 
designated an “Owners’  Sociability 
Run,” the primary object of which is to 
prove that a large number _ of 
motorists can drive their machines over 
the highways without suceumbing to the 
temptation to break speed records.

DRIVERS DEFINED 


Committee Fixes Their Status 


by a Careful Definition of 
W ord—Secretary to Notify 
Registered Drivers. 


NEW YORK--At the June. mecting 
of the contest board of the American 
Automobile Association the definition of 
an amateur automobile driver was de- 
termined. There has been considerable 
controversy over this matter, but by the 
ruling of the committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Reeves, Hollander, Stevens, 
Wright and Butler, the status of an 
amateur is fixed permanently. 

According to the definition an amateur 
is 2 man who has never driven or raced a 
motor car for pay, either in cash or any 
other valuable consideration; competed 
for a cash prize; who does not make his 
livelihood, or any part of it, as a result 
of racing or driving, either as a demon- 
strator, tester, or chauffeur; who has 
not otherwise received financial reward 
for engaging in cowpetition; who is not 
actively engaged in the automobile or ac- 
eessory industries; who has never been 
declared a professional by any sport- 
woverning body, in connection with that 
sport over which it has jurisdiction, or 
Who, having been so declared, has been 
reinstated, either by such body or in 
connection with automobile contests by 
the contest board of the American Auto- 


gtiobile Assoviation,

CAMPAIGN TOSHOW 
MODEL TENEMENTS 
FOR SMALL INCOME 


Secretary of New York City 
and Suburban Homes Com- 
pany Conducts a Series of 
Helpful Experiments. 


ACHIEVES RESULTS 


NEW YORK—Miss Gertrude Barnum, 
secretary of the City and Suburban 
Homes Company, which has mode] tene- 
ments in several sections of New York, 
is engaged in a campaign to show what 
working girls can do to establish their 
own homes in a model tenement. Her 
experiments have so far been confined 
to apartments in Sixty-third and Sixty- 
fourth streets. Manhattan, but already 
about 30 groups of working girls are liv- 
ing independently in their own little 
homes. 

That the plan is practical is shown by 
the fact that the income of some of 
these girls is very small indeed, in two 
cases not more than $7 a week, and yet 
two girls with this meager wage have 
their own little two-room apartment, 
and by sharing the expense have a pretty 
little home of their own, The process of 
decorating a model tenement is rather 
a matter of disguise than of mere fur- 
nishing, for the apartments there are 
arranged only for bedrooms and kitchen, 
and if any one wants the luxury of a 
living room it must be constructed by 
the ingenuity of the owner. 

“This was started by my taking an 
apartment, furnishing it myself to show 
how it could be done, and then letting a 
group of girls buy the furnishings or, 
taking an apartment and using the other 
as a sample, furnish one to suit them- 
selves,” said Miss Barnum. 


The owners of one four-room apart: 
ment are the plutocrats of the house, for 
this is taken by three trained nurses, 
who have decorated it in keeping with 
their incomes, As there are seldom more 
than two of them home at once, they 
have more space and freedom at less ex- 
pense than if they lived in a boarding- 
house,” 

In one house a girl has furnished her 
own three-room tlat out of a salary of 
$10 a week by careful purchasing. She 
made her own screens out of clothes- 
horses, but had to hire the woodwork 
stained to suit her color seheme, made 
her own curtains and hangings, oiled her 
own wooden sink coverings, and, final 
triumph, made a handsome lamp shade 
out of Japanese paper fans of the right 
tint, “But,” explained one of her 
friends, “she had about $100 worth of 
intelligence to mix with her buying.” 
Piece by piece, this girl added to her 
supply of crockery, until professional in- 
terior decorators asked to visit her 
apartment as an example of furnishing 
on limiting means.

While the agents have been working 
chiefly in the Bast Side they have also 
obtained evidence of similar ftrauds in 
other parta of the city.

HORRILLOS is the Atlantic City of 
Peru, Situated 30 miles southeast 
of Lima, it is within easy traveling dis- 
tance for the business men of the city. 
A fast electric line gives frequent serv- 
ice from Lima to Chorrillos, making it 
but a short ride from the capital, with 
beautiful mountain acenery on one side 
and the broad expanse of the Pacifle on 
the other to hold thg eye, The moun: 
tains rise so abruptly from the coast as 
to leave almost no beach whatever, As 
An engineering problem, therefore, the 
building of this electric line muat have 
presented many diffleulties, The com- 
pleted road, however, with ita graceful 
curves and bridges, is very attractive and 
anys much for the way in which the en- 
gineering difficulties were overcome, 
The climate is delightful, and in fact 
this may be said of the greater part of 
Peru; for although the country lies en- 
tirely within the tropics, and is close 
to the equator, the climate is not tor- 
rid, nor is the vegetation exclusively 
that of the torrid zone. Almost any de- 
gree of temperature may be found at 
any time of year, From the continual

Finding People 


It has been estimated that nearly 5000 
inquiries from foreign countries are re- 
ceived in the United States each year 
by government officials, mayors of cities 
and chiefs of police regarding persons 
who have come to this country where 
all trace of them was lost. Not in 2 
per cent of the cases do the anxious 
ones gain the desired information, says 
the Kansas City Times. 

It remained for D. S. Johnson, a Cin- 
cinnati man, to make a specialty of 
seeking the lost ones and he has been 
quite successful. He has correspondents 
in every civilized country in the world 
and by a system of his own traces those 
who disappeared years ago, 

According to Mr. Johnson 90 per cent 
of the requests for information about 
friends or relatives come from England 
and Germany. Those from the former 
country are for persons lost many years 
ayo, some of them, perhaps, having 
started for America in the middle of the 
last century. 

From Germany those sought may have 
left the fatherland but a few years ago. 
In most cases they are young men who 
ran away to escape military service or 
who left the service after they were 
enrolled. The fact that they do not write 
home is often explained in that they 
fear the authorities will come after them 
if they learn where they are, They 
generally go direct to some well- known 
German center like Milwaukee or Cin- 
cinnati, and Mr, Johnson is generally 
successful in locating them,

Gad GEORGE while his cousin, the 
German Emperor, was in London 
recently, motored down to Bushey park 
to see the horse-chestnut trees, pink and 
white, in all the glory of their early sum- 
mer dress. A double avenue of trees 60 
feet in height extends for a mile and 
make a noble approach to the beauti- 
ful palace of Hampton Court. These 
trees were planted by William III., who 
probably had a Dutchman's love of gar- 
dening, and there may be read an ex- 
tract for work done in Bushey park in 
the year 1699.

1 gladiolus is a flower which has 

made wonderful strides toward popu- 
larity during the last 10 years. It is 
un essentially American flower and one 
which has received the greatest amount 
of attention from the American flower 
growers, The first society for its bet- 
terment has been organized in Boston,

It is said that up to '0 years ago there 
were offered in commerce only mixtures 
of colors, mixtures of shades and a few 
named varieti¢és’ which were sold at about 
$1 per dozen as the highest figure. About 
eight years ago Dr. Van Fleet, who was

which he named Princeps. When this 
variety was put on the market it sold 
as high as $1 each, and now it is offered 
in every country of the globe and sold 
at a very high price. Since that time 
hundreds of new varieties have been 
produced, some remarkable in color, size 
and form, so that we find today the 
gladioli in colors rivaling those of or- 
chids.

CAREFUL examination of the provisions of 
the railroad bill, as reported from the con- 
ference committee, reveals the fact that it 
is far in advance of any legislation of this 
character proposed or deemed possible of 
enactment in the past. Intended as an 
amendment to the interstate commerce law 
of June 20, 1906, it not only strengthens that 
act in all of its weak places, but it takes long 
strides forward on its own account in the 
direction of complete federal control of railroad operation so far 
as the relation of the people to the companies is concerned. It goes 
beyond ordinary railway regulation, indeed, for it defines express 
compames and sleeping-car companies as common carriers, and 
assumes jurisdiction for the interstate commerce commission over 
telegraph and telephone companies. 7 

Under the bill that is about to become a law, the commission 
need no Jonger wait until complaint has been made by a shipper 
before entering upon an inquiry; it can take the initiative and carry 
on an investigation into rates to any length it may deem proper, and 
js privileged to institute proceedings against any offending carrier 
on its own motion, 

Ina broad sense the interstate commerce commission is attorney 
for the people in all matters relating to transportation, but to regard 
it in any other light than that of an impartial advocate of justice, 
us between shipper and carrier, would be to take an unfair as well 
as a narrow view of its province. ‘To a greater degree than ever 
hefore are the railroads, by this measure, stamped as primarily public 
servants, and the question of deepest moment is whether corpora- 
tions subjected to such close supervision and control by government 
agencies can continue to prosper as private business enterprises.

Just issued is an-indication that henceforth 
a much better state of affairs will obtain in 
this country from a commercial: standpoint. ’ The imports for May 
were smaller than for any month since August last year while exports 
were larger than in May of any year with the exception of 1907, 
The decline in prices of American products is responsible for the 
larger exports. | While it may seem a hardship to producers to 
sustain what appears to be a loss in the decline of prices it is of vast 
benefit to the greater number. Lower commodity prices mean a 
lower cost of living. That prices of/all of the principal commodi- 
ties have receded materially is acknowledged. The general public 
has not yet felt the benefit, for retail prices are about at the highest 
level, but competition will result eventually in giving the consumer 
the much-desired relief. 
: Advices from Europe are that the foreign commercial situation 
is much improved. Feeling is more optimistic. Trade is improving 
by leaps and bounds. Money is becoming easier and it is expected 
that by fall prosperity will prevail generally. Europe depends very 
much upon American activity for her own prosperity and rejoices in 
any improvement that takes place in commercial lines In this country. 
A feeling of confidence in our securities and a friendship for our 
financiets are entertained that formerly did not prevail. Statesmen 
and business men of both Europe and America are coming more to 
the realization that what is good commercially for one will be a 
blessing to the other.

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almost always a foreigner, that is to say, 

not a citizen or native of the city, and during his term of office lived 
by hiunself and held himself aloof from the doings of the citizens. 
A foreigner was chosen because it was deemed that he would admin- 
ister his office more impartially and be less affected by local feeling. 

Mr, Fitzgerald has formally notified his excellency Governor 
Draper that he believes that Boston ought to be represented upon 
the board gf civil service commissioners in the person of at least 
one of its members, Hlis honor says that “Boston cannot be recon- 
ciled to the unprecedented invasion of a fundamental right of local 
self-government contained in the charter provision” for the commis- 
sion’s approval of candidates, He thinks that “the objections to the 
present situation can at least be lessened” by putting some one on 
the commission that has an intimate knowledge of the people of 
Boston. 

Supposing, for the purposes of discussion, that the funda- 
mental right of local self-government is threatened, how is that 
term to be defined? We take it that no particular emphasis will be 
laid upon the right of wrong local self-government, but that by the 
term is intended the right of a community to govern itself in accord- 
ance with law. What law? If such law were alwavs to be deter- 
mined by the community itself and itself alone, in that case some 
very curious results might follow. =A community 1s not a stern 


critic of laws that it makes itself, and is to its own faults a little 


blind and to its virtues very kind. 

But, nevertheless, it has always been the wish of men that they 
should govern themselves and should be free from outside interfer- 
ence; the results of history have shown that this rule must generally 
prevail for the health of the state, save in those cases where conununi- 
ties cannot sately be given the privilege of self-government. It 
would appear, then, that the only thing that can justify such inter- 
ference and denial of autonomy, is such flagrant and patent disregard 
of civil duty and obligation to the citizens that only can the public 
be protected by agencies virtually assisted by outside forces. ‘he 
protection against such a state of things and the safeguard against 
the self-confessed impotence of a misrule worse than medieval, is 
such a strict adherence to duty and honor, such a close observ- 
ance of the unwritten but prominent rules of integrity and such a 
respect for the rights of those that do not make politics a profession 
as shall arm the principle of self-government impreenably. 

We venture to think that if this be kept in mind by Wis honor 
the mayor and by politicians throughout the country, if thev insist 
upon the strict observance of this rule, they will have given to the 
term “home rule” such a popular significance as shall save much of 
their time, solicitude and ink. 


From Kansas comes the report that there will be a largely 
increased number of women candidates for county offices to be 
voted for at the elections next autumn.

It 1s by a comparison of a period of years 
with another period, and by looking at the 
history of a nation in large areas of public 
action, that its advance may best be under- 
stood. <As an aid in taking such a view, the 
public utterances of a governments high | 
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are embodied in speeches where the public | 
and private opinion of the speaker may com- | 
bine in expression. To this class belong 
the words of Secretary Knox at Philadelphia and 
Dickinson at West Point on Wednesday. 

Were it only for the fact that Mr. Knox said that the success 
of the plan to establish an international court of arbitration were 
virtually assured, his speech would be of great significance. But as 
well as this declaration, are to be understood his statement that peace 
is the keynote of our diplomacy, and the light that what the secre- 
tary of state says throws upon the development of our diplomatic 
sphere of. action. 

Until the year 1898 the United States had been content to be 
accredited at foreign courts and republican capitals by diplomatic 
representatives that ranked no higher than ministers. These 
gentlemen had constantly to see their government put at a disadvan- 
tage in the procedure and ceremonial observance of foreign diplo- 
macy, and through a mistaken sense of the fitness of things that has 
cost democracies more than it has been worth, the govern- 
ment was put in a position where its dignity suffered. 
But a change was wrought in the vear atoresaid by the 
passage of the act known as the diplomatic and consular appropria- 
tion bill, that empowered the President to confer the rank of ambas- 
sador on the American minister accredited to any state that should do 
the same by its minister at Washington. This was an improvement 
and the government in mo wise encouraged monarchical usages, 
as the republic of Venice and the republic of France both had given 
ambassadorial rank to their representatives in certain cases. Sir 
Henry Wotton’s letters give a speaking picture of-an ambassador's 
life at Venice in the seventeenth century, and the name of the 
present French ambassador to Washington 1s known to every one 
that loves the history of IMnghsh literature. 

It was Sir Henry that made the somewhat cryptic remark that 
it was an ambassador's duty to “lie abroad for the good of his 
country,” but we are arrived at a stage when we are proud that a 
secretary of state can lay it down as a maxim that peace and Justice 
are the first words in the instructions which our ambassadors bear 
abroad, Nor is thé personal influence of an ambassador so great 
as it was, though it is still his first right to have personal auchence 
of aruler. But-he must represent an idea, and Mr, Knox has shown 
us what that idea must be in the case of an American ambassador, 
‘That such an ambassador should receive the intelligent help of the 
members of the two houses, is shown by Alexander Hamilton's 
words when he said that “a branch of knowledge which belongs to 
the acquirements of a federal representative, and which has not been 
mentioned, is that of foreign affairs. In regulating our own com- 
wnerce, he ought to be not only acquainted with the treaties between 
the United States and other nations but also with the commercial 
policy and laws of other nations.” If this was true in 1787, it is a 
thousand timés more so today when our foreign relations grow 
ereater and more complicated and when the interests represented 
in diplomacy are so vast. 

Mr. Knox has the courage of the right; he realizes that the real 
subtlety is simplicity and that a downright announcement of a policy 
based on justice to all is much more effective than the fne-spun work 
of a Metternich or Talleyrand. He has grasped, moreover, the

idea which must be entertained by all that move in the world today, 


that human society is not a writhing mass of discordant elements 
but an orderly whole, whose parts must harmonize one with the 
other for their mutual protection. He speaks with decision of a 
time when “the nations of the world shall realize a federation as 
real and vital as that now existing between the component parts of a 
single state,” and it is toward such realization that all men must 
work... Above all, Mr. Knox has the good sense not to be afraid 
of the millennium: this nation has done a number otf impossible 
things and should be encouraged to continue. Not long ago, when 
Mr. Knox made a proposition to the powers about certain matters 1n 


the far east, some of the foreign critics, in a spirit that was not 


unfriendly, spoke of the scheme embodied in the proposition as 
‘orandiose.”’ Grandiose it may have been, and to admit this cannot 
take from his good intentions, but we point out that, step for step, 
dt has been shown that it is safer to be grandiose than microscopic. 
When a Newfoundlander talks about the ocean his views on the 
subject of salt water are grandiose to the man that lives a thousand 
miles from the sea, but they are not entirely wrong. 

Let us turn now to the words of the secretary of war, when he 
addressed the graduating class in that place beside our noble Hudson 
river where Washington once sojourned. We call attention to the 
fact that the dominant note in the speeches of two high officials of 
our government was an appeal to moral considerations. Mr. Dick- 
inson pointed out the importance of the absence of self-aggrandize- 
ment and went on to say that he did not believe that any among our 
citizens had more consistently preserved their honor than the officers 
of our army and navy. We count it a privilege that we can all 
agree to that. The men to whom he refers are among the very 
small fraction in our country whose pursuit in hfe 1s not a money- 
making pursuit; they pursue their duty and the country ought to be 
proud of them. It is elementary that if a man looks at an object 
to the left, he cannot look at one to the right; if he have himself in 
view at all times, his country goes unregarded and neglected. The 
secretary showed that self-aggrandizement and patriotism are 
inconsistent, and bade his hearers hold their hearts as high as their 
heads. He struck the keynote that must s@und in all our affairs, 
if we are to preserve our country’s freedom. We must forsake the 
childish cunning of selfishness and learn to scorn what 1s called our 
advantage, throwing it aside and looking only to what is mght. We 
cannot measure nobility by dollars and lands, else we become ridicu- 
lous and worship what has always been clay. Prosperity is given 
for but one purpose, that we may enjoy it and not lean upon it. Lest 
we of this country wax dull of hearing, let us always remember that 
in the last analysis neither gold, nor diamonds, nor precious stuffs 
nor spices have won the world’s respect, but always it has been an 
action based on disregard of self.
